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KEY BACKGROUND 


e In support of coordinated and meaningful horizontal public reporting on Phase 1 
and Phase 2 investments, we launched the Investing in Canada online interactive 


project map in December 2017, and update this map monthly in collaboration 
with our Investing in Canada partner departments. In April 2018, we published 
the Investing in Canada plan, outlining the Plan’s objectives and programs. In 
addition, we have developed an online reporting web page to provide more 
project and financial details on the implementation of the Plan. 


e In support of developing and publicly communicating baseline data for relevant 
indicators, we worked with Statscan, INFC launched Canada’s Core Public 


Infrastructure Survey, which provides baseline information on the stock, condition 
and performance of public infrastructure assets. Baseline results being released 
over fall 2018. By the time of the stock take, the following asset classes can be 
reported on: roads, bridges, and tunnels; social housing, culture, recreation and 
sport facilities; potable water and storm water. 


e Weare also working with Investing in Canada departments to share information 
on the existing baseline data collected by departments, and to understand where 
new baseline data is needed to better understand the impact of our investments. 


e In support of ensuring a common reporting framework that provinces and 
territories can use to report to their residents, we have signed Integrated Bilateral 
Agreements with all provinces and territories, which specify a common approach 
to reporting on progress.
